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Communists trail slightly 
in Italy's national voting 


ROME (UPI) — The prowestern 
Christian Democrats grabbed an in­ 
conclusive early lead over the Com­ 
munists today in Senate returns from 
Italy’s national elections. 
Scattered and incomplete returns from 
676 of the nation’s 73,178 polling places 
gave the Christian Democrats 41 per 
cent of the Senate vote, the Communists 
33.7 per cent and the Socialist party IO 
per cent. 
First returns from the more important 
Chamber of Deputies races, which will 
determine the shape of the next govern­ 
ment, were to be announced several 
hours later. 
Italians voted in record number in the 
two-day voting — one of the country’s 
most crucial postwar elections. 


The Christian Democrats were ex­ 
pected to do better against the Com­ 


munists in the Senate race than in the 
Chamber of Deputies vote. The Chamber 
vote was being counted later. 
The Doxa organization, which has con­ 
sistently proven more accurate than 
some other pollsters, predicted the 
Christian Democrats would win 40 per 
cent of the vote, the Communists 32.1 per 
cent and the Socialists 10.4, with the 
remainder split among smaller parties. 
The Demoskopea organization, after 
first giving the Christian Democrats the 
lead, moments later revised its predic­ 
tion to put the Communists ahead with 
36.1 per cent. It forecast 35.2 per cent for 
the Christian Democrats and 10.9 for the 
Socialists. 
As the predictions were made, of­ 
ficials began releasing first results from 
senate races, showing the Christian 
Democrats and Communists running 
neck-and-neck. 


The Senate vote is expected to be more 
conservative than that for the Chamber 
of Deputies since only persons 25 years 
of age and older were allowed to vote for 
the Senate. 
In the Chamber races, 18-year-olds 
voted for the first time. They gave 60 per 
cent of their vote in regional elections 
last year to leftist parties. 
Th final outcome of the election was 
expected to be known early Tuesday 
morning. 
Taking advantage of beautiful weather 
throughout the peninsula, many Italians 
perferred Sunday to go to the beadles 
and mountain resorts. 


But today they came back in a last- 
minute rush that brought the total vote to 
more than 35 million by ll a.m., topping 
the record of 35.3 million set in regional 
elections one year ago. 


The vote, among the most important in 
postwar Europe, will detide whether the 
Christian Democrats, who have ruled 
alone or in coalition for 31 years, will re­ 
main dominant or give way to a Com­ 
munist party that hopes to behefit 
from government scandals, economic 
crisis and its own generally sound record 
in local government. 
Although the vote was a record in 
sheer numbers, percentagewise it was 
running slightly behind the vote at the 
same stage of the last elections in 1972. 
The ll a.m. percentage was 87.1 of the 
electorate, compared with 88.5 in 1972. 
Politicians generally agreed that the 
Communists stood to benefit most from 
a lower percentage, since they have a 
better record of getting their supporters 
to the polls than do other parties. 
The highest percentage on record was 
93.8 in 1953 and 1958.

House accepts resignation 
of Hays from powerful post 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House, 
with only a handful of members present, 
today accepted Wayne Hays’ resignation 
as chairman of the influential Ad­ 
ministration Committee. 
Hays’ letter to Speaker Carl Albert an­ 
nouncing his resignation was made 
public Friday and its submission to the 
House made the resignation official and 
effective immediately. 
The Ohio Democrat earlier resigned 
his chairmanship of the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee and 
with his removal from the adminis­ 
tration panel post he will automatically 
lose his chairmanship of the Joint Com­ 
mittee on Printing. 
Additionally, a move is under way in 
the House International Relations Com­ 
mittee to remove Hays as chairman of 
one of its subcommittees 
“The charges which have been made 
against me and the current state of my 
health make it impossible for me to 
devote the time necessary to carry out 
my responsibilites as chairman of the

Hays wrote to Albert. 
He referred to allegations by Elizabeth 
Ray that Hays put her on the committee 
payroll to serve only as his mistress 
Hays is recuperating on his Ohio farm 
after taking an overdose of sleeping pills 
en June IO and was not expected back in 
Washington until next month.

GOP nominee 
may depend

With the delegate gap narrowing 
between President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan, the possibility looms that the 
winner will not be known until the roll 
actually is called at the Kansas City con­ 
vention in August. 
A Gallup Poll published today showed 
that Democrat Jimmy Carter would beat 
either Republican handily if the election 
were held now — by a 53-39 per cent 
margin over Ford and by the margin of 
58-35 per cent over Reagan. 
Reagan has been trying to win GOP 
delegates with the argument he is more 
electable than Ford, but the Gallup sur­ 
vey, taken after the final set of 
primaries earlier this month, shows 
Ford doing better than Reagan against 
Carter among Republicans, Democrats 
and independents. 
By UPI’s tabulation, Ford - after los­ 
ing a net of 16 in the weekend delegate 
selection processes of four states — now 
has 1,062 to Reagan’s 950 with 96 uncom­ 
mitted and 161 yet to be chosen Ford 
was 102 ahead of Reagan, and 78 short of 
the 1,130 needed for nomination . .. 
But some of the support for both men 
is said to be so soft that the actual 
standing is little more than an approx­ 
imation. 
Some states have firm rules binding 
delegates to support the candidate to 
which they are committed during the 
selection process. 


BOSTON (UPI) - Thousands of state 
employes staged an illegal strike against 
Massachusetts today demanding higher 
wages. A Superior Court judge six hours 
later ordered employes back to work and 
union leaders back to the bargaining 
table. 
Judge Thomas Morse took just five 
minutes to grant the injunction 
requested by the state Labor Relations 
Commission. 
Morse said his temporary injunction 
would continue "from day to day." He 
demanded a status report on negotia­ 
tions by 4 p.m. today. 
There were scattered reports of 
violence, but no reports of serious in­ 
juries or arrests. 
There was no immediate indication if 
Labor Relations Commissioner James S. 
Cooper would ask the court to Ane or im­ 
prison union officials. 
Court action followed Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis’ vow to seek an immediate in­ 
junction to end the strike. There were in­ 
dications the walkout had expanded to 
some non-union state employes, while 
some union employes remained at work. 
Corrections officials declared a "state 
of emergency’’ in state prisons to allow 
involuntary holdover of guards on the 
nightshift. Critical services for the 
state’s more than 10,000 mental and 
physically ill patients suffered cutbacks, 
but officials said adequate care was 
provided. 
About 160 non-union employes at the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 
School hospital walked off the job in 
sympathy with the strikers. 
Scattered incidents marked the begin­ 
ning of the strike which was called Sun­ 
day by the Alliance, a coalition of unions 
representing organized state employes. 
State law two years ago gave state 
employes the right to collective bargain­ 
ing, but banned strikes. 
State Police were called to the Monson 
State Hospital when pickets reportedly 
hit two cars with baseball bats. Randy 
Stabach was treated and released at a 
local hospital for injuries suffered when 
he was struck by a van. 
Dukakis went on statewide television 
on the eve of the walkout warning state 
employes they risked loss of their jobs if 
they joined the strike. 
Corrections Commissioner Frank Hall 
declared the state of emergency to allow 
guards to be involuntarily held over for a 
second eight-hour shift. State police 


Justice department 
turns down troops 
for Philadelphia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Justice 
Department today rejected a request by 
Philadelphia officials to commit federal 
troops to protect the city's July 4 
Bicentennial celebration unless "pitched 
warfare" rages in the streets. 
Albert V. Gaudiosi, city representative 
and spokesman for Philadelphia Mayor 
Frank Rizzo, told reporters Deputy At­ 
torney General Harold R. Tyler Jr. 
turned down a request for 15,000 federal 
troops to guard against possible disor­ 
ders by 11,600 expected demonstrators. 
"Mr. Tyler said he would not commit 
troops unless pitched warfare were rag­ 
ing in the streets of Philadelphia beyond 
the control of the police and the national 
guard," Gaudiosi said, following a 90- 
minute meeting with Tyler. 
A Justice Department spokesman 
pointed out that the department only ad­ 
vises President Ford, who can order 
troops into Philadelphia only on the for­ 
mal request of Gov. Milton Shapp. 
Gaudiosi said he considered Tyler’s deci­ 
sion to be final. 
"The burden now shifts. We saw the 
need We asked for it. We now go to the 
state," Gaudiosi said, referring to the 
Pennsylvania National Guard. The guard 
has about 4,000 soldiers available, fewer 
than Rizzo believes are needed, he said.

One state employe said she was 
blocked by pickets from entering her 
Department of Education office in down­ 
town Boston. 
Officials at the Northampton and 
Tewksbury state hospitals reported bet­ 
ter than 95 per cent attendance by 
em ployes. At Bridgewater State 
Hospital, all security personnel reported 
for work, corrections spokesman Dave 
Brown said. 
A Metropolitan District Commission 
spokesman reported that critical sewage 
treatment facilities in Boston Harbor 
were operating normally. 
Numerous state employes called a 
strike information number to find out if 
the strike was on, a Civil Defense 
spokesman said in Framingham. 
Supreme Court gives win 
to suburban communities 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a major 
victory for suburban communities seek­ 
ing to slow their growth, the Supreme 
Court ruled today that voters can veto 
zoning changes approved by their city 
governments without violating a 
property owner’s constitutional rights. 
The justices said a landowner's right 
to due process of law is not violated, 
although elected officials approve zoning 
variances but a majority of voters block 
the changes. 
In another major decision, the justices 
upheld a Maryland law providing grants 
to church affiliated colleges. The 
majority said Maryland’s law complied 
with past Supreme Court rulings 
designed to preserve the separation of 
church and state. 
The justices also reaffirmed that state 
and federal courts may not review 
procedures and doctrines used by 
churches to discipline church members 
and administer church property. The 
decision reversed an Illinois Supreme 
Court ruling reinstating the bishop of the 
Serbian Eastern Orthodox Church’s 
North American diocese. 
In other action Monday, the justices: 
— Held that policemen have no con­ 
stitutional right to collective bargaining 
even when other city employes are 


afforded the right under local or­ 
dinances. 
— Refused to decide whether judges on 
the Court of Claims can rule on a lawsuit 
by federal judges claiming a pay raise 
which also would affect the Court of 
Claims. The Court of Claims judges now 
will have to decide the question 
themselves. 
— Agreed to rule next term on whether 
New Hampshire can prosecute a couple 
who block out the state’s motto "Live 
Free or Die" on their license plates on 
religious grounds. 
The zoning case was brought by Forest 
City Enterprises in state court after 
voters in Eastlake, Ohio, rejected zoning 
changes which would permit Forest City 
to build high-rise apartments. City plan­ 
ners and Hie city council had approved 
the changes. 
But the Ohio Supreme Court ruled that 
the referendum plan was an uncon­ 
stitutional delegation of legislative 
authority and violated the property 
owner's rights to a hearing and decision 
based (Hi rational reason. 
The U.S. Supreme Court reversed. 
Burger said the referendum is "designed 
to give citizens a voice on questions of 
public policy’’ and no property rights 
were violated. 
Kissinger asks industrial 
nations to try new policy 


PARIS (UPI) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said today the 
world’s industrial nations must syn­ 
chronize their policies toward the Com­ 
munist bloc and the poor countries 
Kissinger told the annual ministerial 
meeting of the 24-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Deve­ 
lopment that the rich nations cannot 
allow themselves to be whipsawed in 
deals with the Communist bloc nor can 
they permit parliamentary grand- 
standing at international conferences to 
substitute for concrete progress. 
"In the last four years, trade between 
the COMECON (the Communist Council 
of Mutual Economic Assistance grouping 
the Soviet bloc countries) and the OECD 
countries has increased nearly four­ 
fold," Kissinger said, because "most 
East European countries now depend on 
and prefer W estern m achinery, 
technology and material imports for tile 
dynamic element of their economic 
growth." 
As a result, he said, the Eastern Euro­ 
pean countries’ "net debt to private 
western banks doubled in 1975 to $15 
billion.’’ 
The Soviet bloc has "extensive 
mineral reserves" which could help cor­ 
rect this imbalance, Kissinger said 
Trade between the two blocs can help 
in "stabilizing relationships and 
broadening contacts," Kissinger said, 


but the Communists must not be "per­ 
mitted to play off the industrial 
democracies against each other. " 
The Secretary of State said that in 
relations with the Third World of un­ 
derdeveloped countries, "development 
cannot be created by rhetoric or by 
parliamentary victories in international 
forums." 
The industrial countries "must im­ 
prove the coordination of our positions at 
major international conferences," Kis­ 
singer said. "Recent unfavorable ex­ 
periences at UNCTAD in Nairobi (the 
U.N. Conference on Trade and Develop­ 
ment where the American project for an 
investment resources bank was 
rejected) and at other international 
forums should make clear the impor­ 
tance of this step." 
The secretary welcomed the 
resurgence of the world economy but 
warned that "we must ensure steady, 
non-inflationary economic growth We 
must overcome cycles of boom and 
stagnation.” 
In his major economic address to the 
OECD, Kissinger put forth proposals to 
give the Western democracies more 
economic stability and more unity la 
dealing with the rest of the world 
"National interests cannot prosper or 
endure in isolation and the nations as­ 
sembled here are the engines of the 
world economy," he said

authorities are becoming more 
and more reluctant to take over 
county and other local fire 
departments where local 
authorities are having labor and 
other personnel troubles. 
’The state has contracts now 
with 25 counties for structural 
protection and with four coun­ 
ties — including Santa Barbera 
— for watershed area protec­ 
tion. 
The County Firefighters 
Union fxesident Michael B«i- 
nett warned that county savinp 
in such a takeover could ra|rfdly 
dwindle as state costs rose. He 
also said there was the pos- 
sitnlity a Supreme Court ruling 
could reduce state firemen’s 
duty week to 56 hours. 
Supervisors were especially 
incensed at the state’s lith 
hour move b e c a u s e the 
promised fire service budget 
could apparently have insured 


their being able to reduce the 
county tax levy below thy 
current $3.31 per HOO aasMscd 
valuation. 
Meanwhile, F ire Chief 
Robert Halliburton said be eras 
wcn-king on an economy move 
that would reduce the county 
force and achieve other 
economies that might save up 
to $1 million in coming years.

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Summer 
brings 
rains 
United Press International 
Showers and thunderstorms 
rumbled over the Northeast 
early today — the first day of 
summer. 
Summer made its official 
debut at 2:24 a.m. EDT and rain 
stretched from New England to 
Virginia, the Carolinas and into 
the Gulf Coast area.

New trial seen 
for Patty 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Attor­ 
ney F. Lee Bailey says he has 
changed his mind and now plans 
to seek a new trial for new­ 
spaper heiress Patricia Hearst. 
Shortly after the kidnap vic­ 
tim ’s conviction on federal 
bank robbery charges in San 
Francisco, Bailey said he would 
not seek a new trial. 
But he now plans to file such 
a motion on the contention that 
the government withheld excul­ 
patory evidence tending to 
show the innocence of his 
client. 


“ We had ll attorneys and 
numerous investigators on the 
case,” Bailey announced F ri­ 
day, “ but we didn’t get the kind 
of evidence we now have.” 


Bailey said his new plans are 
not related to the death cute 
week ago of U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver J. Carter, who 
presided at the Hearst trial and 
gave her a provisional sentence 
of 35 years in prison.

PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
America’s Viking I spacecraft 
prepared to lower its orbit 
around Mars today to give its 
two cameras a bird’s eye view 
of its planned desert landing 
site at the same time every 
day. 
The orbital reconnaissance of 
Che target area, in a basin 
called Chryse, is needed to as­ 
sure scientists the site is safe 
for the planned July 4 landing. 
The photography w ill begin 
Tuesday. 
A brief burst of braking 
thrust from the same engine 
that placed Viking in orbit 
Saturday was to switch the 
robot into an orbit with a high 
point 10,000 miles lower than 
the initial 31,286 mile high path. 
The low point was planned to 
remain 940 miles high. 
The new orbit was designed 
to take Viking around Mars 
once every martian day, 37 
minutes longer than an earth 
day. Scientists call the Mars 
day a “ sol.” 
Viking’s instrument-cramm­ 
ed landing section is still at­ 
tached to the orbiter, its three 
legs folded to fit in a white 
protective cocoon. The lander 
will separate from the orbiting 
unit about three hours before 
touchdown time. 


The spacecraft’s initial swing 
around Mars was flawless. Vik­ 
ing was working normally and 
was surprisingly clean. 


Engineers at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory control center 
said no dust particles were 
flo atin g in fro n t of the 
electronic eye the craft uses to 
keep track of the star Canopus 
for orientation purposes. 


Engine firings like the one 
Saturday normally dislodge 
specks of d irt from the 


spacecraft. 
Mars, now 195 million miles 
from Eiarth, can be seen from 
the United States in the western 
sky shortly after sunset as one 
of two obvious “ stars.” The 
brighter one is Jupiter, largest 
of the nine planets in the solar 
system. 
Because Mars is so far from 
Earth, it takes 17.5 seconds for 
a radio signal from Viking to 
reach one of three big antennas 


stationed around the globe at 
Goldstone, C alif., Madrid, 
Spain, and Canberra, Australia. 
It is for that reason that Vik­ 
ing was on its own — relying on 
commands stored in its com­ 
puters — for the cru cial 
maneuver that placed the 
spacecraft in orbit Saturday. 
That 38-minute engine firing 
burned more than a ton of 
propellant, dropping the craft’s 
weight to about 2*4 tons. 
Harris trial begins 
without Patty today 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - B ill 
and Em ily Harris, captured 
with Patricia Hearst in San 
Francisco in September, were 
going on tria l without the 
heiress for their role in a 
Southern California crim e 
spree more than two years ago. 
T rial of the H arrises on 
charges of assault, robbery and 
kidnap was set to start today. 
The charges grew out of events 
that started with an alleged 
shoplifting attempt by Harris at 
a sporting goods store in sub­ 
urban Inglewood on May 16, 
1974. 
The string of crimes ended 
the next day when the three es­ 
caped to nearby Orange County 
and. according to testimony by 
Miss Hearst at her federal bank 
robbery tria l, watched on 
television as six of their Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army com­ 
rades burned to death in a 
shootout and fire in South Los 
Angeles. 
M iss H e arst and the 
Harrises, who shared the next 
16 months as fugitives, were in­ 
dicted together in October on ll 
felony counts. 


The Harrises tried but failed 
to gain a joint trial with Miss 
Hearst, who is undergoing psy­ 
chiatric evaluation in San Diego 
before sentencing on her bank 
robbery conviction. 
Before jury selection could 
begin, Judge Mark Brandler 
had to rule on a motion asking 
that the defense be given twice 
as many peremptory challenges 
as the prosecution. 
The defense lost several 
pretrial motions, including at­ 
tempts to delay the trial for a 
year because of prejudicial 
pretrial publicity and to have 
prospective jurors questioned 
in private, the procedure used 
in the Hearst trial. 


The defense was successful in 
a motion to move the trial from 
a high-security courtroom with 
a bulletproof glass shield to a 
regular courtroom. 


Their victory was a short one 
however. The ruling was 
reversed after authorities re­ 
ceived letters containing a 
threat to kidnap Police Chief 
Edward D avis unless the 
Harrises were released.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
legislature moves out of its 
Capitol chambers this week to 
make way for a four-year, $42 
million restoration that will 
give the aging building a new in­ 
ner strength and a genuine tum- 
of-the-century appearance. 
Already the workmen have 
fenced off the 107-year-old West 
Wing and begun boring into the 
crum bling innards of the 
rotunda in what state officials 
say is th$ largest single preser­ 
vation project ever undertaken 
in the nation. 
The plan is to gut the struc­ 
ture and re-construct it from 
the inside to meet California’s 
earthquake standards. At the 
same time, it w ill be fully 
redecorated to take visitors 
back 70 years to the cigar- 
chomping days when railroads 
were king. 


“ I ’m very excited. We’re go­ 
ing bade to what is considered 
the most representative 
architectural period, historical­ 
ly,” said Senate President Pro 
Tem James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego, a historian. 


After Friday’s floor sessions, 
the legislature adjourns for the 
summer and is not scheduled to 
convene in the Capitol’s old 
West Wing again until January 
1979, with final completion of 
the project not anticipated until 
later that year. 


During the time, the Senate 
and Assembly w ill meet in 
$875,000 temporary chambers 
erected at the east end of the 
building. 


The six-story East Wing of 
the Capitol, a newer structure 
that houses the governor and of­ 
fices for the legislature, will 
not be disturbed by the restora­ 
tion because it already meets 
earthquake standards. 


Last September, the legisla­ 
ture made a false start at mov­ 
ing out of the Capitol with a 
nostalgic farewell, but it proved 
prem ature. The temporary 
chambers could not be com­ 
pleted in time. 


The new buildings are done 
now, however, and the move ap­ 
pears certain.

Africa (U P I) — Police fired 
into mobs of black rioters to­ 
day, killing at least two, in a 
new outburst of antigovern­ 
ment violence that engulfed 
widely scattered parts of South 
Africa including the capital, 
Pretoria. 
At the same time authorities 
announced that 128 persons 
were killed — 41 of them by 
police —in last week’s massive 
black demonstrations which 
Prime Minister John Vorster 
said were part of a planned up­ 
rising against whites. 
In the new violence today, 
rioters attacked whites, burned 
at least three schools, gutted ll 
buses and a mission bookshop. 
Police said schoolchildren 
made up most of the mobs. 
They are protesting the en­ 
forced use of Afrikaans in 
schools which parents in 
Soweto, the black suburb south 
of Johannesburg where the 
rioting began last Wednesday, 
said was a symbol of black sub­ 
jugation in South Africa. 
The army was placed on the 
alert in Pretoria, white workers 
were evacuated from Mamelodi 
and Attridgeville, black town­ 
ships on the northern edges of 
Pretoria, and police reinforce­ 
ments were rushed in to quell 
the new disturbances. 
About 300 black rioters were 
fired on by police after they at­ 
tacked the home of farmer 
Nathan Liebenzohn near the 
Mabopane black township out­ 
side Pretoria. Police said the 
attackers forced Liebenzohn to 
open his safe and stole about 
$3,450. They stabbed Lieben­ 
zohn, looted his home and set it 
on fire before police riot squads 
opened fire. The rioters also 
killed the farmer’s sheep and 
poultry. 
Gangs in the area also hurled 
rocks at two white newsmen 
who drove to the scene. 
In today’s rioting at Mamelo­ 
di township near Pretoria three 
schools were burned down. 
Police spokesmen said rein­ 
forcem ents were sent to 
Mamelodi and Atteridgeville 
and whites were being evacuat­ 
ed from Mamelodi.

Beirut evacuation 
without incident 


ABOARD THE USS S P IE ­ 
G EL GROVE, At Sea (U P I) - 
They sipped fruit juice and ate 
oatmeal cookies offered by 
stem but smiling U.S. Marines. 
Children played about the ship’s 
decks. 
It was not an everyday ex­ 
perience for 263 Americans and 
other foreigners aboard the 
USS Spiegel Grove today after 
their evacuation from the fires 
and fighting of battle-scarred 
Beirut. 
But in the Lebanese civil war 
the bizarre often becomes com­ 
monplace. 
It took only 75 minutes for an 
assault landing craft to nose up 
to a small pier on the northwest 
tip of Beirut Sunday, pick up the 
evacuees and transfer them to 
the mother ship. 
Then the Spiegel Grove, a 
combined transport and dry- 
dock more accustomed to ferry­ 
ing assault troops than the 
women and children, tooted its 
whistle and steamed away on 
its 40-hour voyage to Athens. 
A Soviet cruiser closely 
shadowed the transport, at one 
time approaching to within 500 
yards. Russian sailors and 
American evacuees, sipping 
fru it juice and munching 
oatmeal cookies, waved to each 
other across the water while a 
dozen unconcerned Soviets 
played volleyball. 
For the Spiegel Grove’s cap­ 
tain, Commander Vernon Bush, 
the Athens trip offered a set of 
problems rarely encountered 
by Navy men. 
“ Captain. I’ve found the cat,” 


one sailor reported. 
“ Fine,” said Bush, dapper in 
uniform pants and knee socks. 
“ Have the cat fed and rig up 
some safety nets on the 
afterdeck so die kids can use it 
as a playground.” 
The evacuation went off 
without a hitch, with a heavy 
guard of leftists and Palestinian 
commandos watching the eva­ 
cuees — 116 Americans and 147 
Britons and other foreigners — 
climb aboard the landing craft. 
As the craft left the beach, its 
occupants looked back to the 
city skyline, streaked with a 
long column of smoke from 
fighting in the airport area 
“ I ’m delighted to be out,” a 
mother with two children said. 
“ I can’t believe it. Suddenly all 
that fighting seems so far 
away.” 
But a 25-year-old Finnish 
stewardess for Middle East 
Airlines said, “ I ’m crying in­ 
side. It’s hard to leave a place 
you love.”

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Mastering metrics simple 
— change already started 


Metrics — Many of us hear the word 
and shudder. And. why not... we all tend 
to be a little afraid of things we don't un­ 
derstand, and for most Americans, the 
metric system falls into that misunder­ 
stood category. 


Whirlpool Home Economists advise 
that we really don't have a good reason 
to be frightened. Metric is just another 
way to weigh and measure amounts ... 
only in a more precise and easily under­ 
stood manner by simply using multiples 
of ten In fact, we use it every day in 
dealing with money — pennies, dimes, 
dollars and ten dollar bills. In visualizing 
it this w ay, pennies represent 
millimeters (mm), dimes are cen timers 
(cm ), dollars are decimeters (dm), and 
tens are meters (rn). 


The metric system has already slipped 
into our daily lives without many of us 
noticing it. Prescription drugs and phar­ 
maceuticals are prime examples that 
carry the cc marking, meaning cubic 
centimeters and representing volume. 
Vitamin labels \break down their con­ 
tents for us in milligrans (m g); film for 
home movies comes in a variety of 
m illim eters (m m ); and of course, 
energy-conscious Americans are very 
familiar with the term kilowatt. 


Actually, it’s not necessary to learn 
the complete metric system in order to 
use it in everyday lift. Those who are not 
engaged in scientific or technical work 
can go through life quite happily with the 
meter, centimeter, m illim eter and 
kilometer for length; the gram and

kilogram for weight; and the Uter and 
m illiliter for volume. 


But, for the average homemaker con­ 
cerned about shopping, cooking, sewing, 
and everything else involved in running 
her home — what will a change to metric 
measurements mean? Well, the move 
toward metric has already touched our 
kitchens; look at the packaged foods in 
the pantry and on the grocery shelves. 
Most are already using dual measure­ 
ments ... listing the contents in metric as 
well as customary units. Some soft 
drinks are now available in liter bottles. 
And you’ll probably notice when you go 
shopping for a new measuring cup that 
it, too, will carry metric measurements 
along with the customary measure­ 
ments. Some of the weather forecasters 
now give us tomorrow’s temperatures in 
both the fam iliar Fahrenheit and the new 
Celsius readings. Home economists from 
Whirlpool say that metric cookbooks are 
appearing on the market. Most sewing 
patterns and many tape measures are 
already availab le using the dual 
measurements. So, metric measure­ 
ments are around us everywhere and 
we’ll be seeing even more in the coming 
years. 


Although we won’t have to go metric 
tomorrow, the change is already under 
way in America. Conversion will be 
gradual. Customary and metric systems 
will exist side by side until the late 1980s. 


As far as kitchens are concerned, ex­ 
perts say they probably w ill look very 
much as they do today. Appliances and 
cabinets will have about the same ex­ 
terio r dim ensions. At present, 
refrigerator and freezer capacities are 
measured in cubic feet. Under the 
metric system, the volume capacity will 
probably be given in liters, as will the 
volume of contents, such as milk. This 
will make it easier to relate to how much 
the unit will hold and make it easier for 
homemakers to select the right size 
refrigerator/freezer for the family’s 
needs. 


The metric system has been a long 
time in coming. Actually, John Quincy 
Aga ms proposed the change back in 1821 
awd in 1893, the U.S. ’’officially” adopted 
the French-invented metric system. 
Although legalized, the metric system 
was not required — so as a country, we 
(bd not rush to replace our familiar feet, 
yards, rods, etc. with the new metric 
measurement. 


As a result, the U.S. has become “ out 
of step” with the rest of the world. In 
today's climate of fast communication 
and transportation, distances that once 
separated us from other countries are 
much shorter. International trade has 
become an important factor in U S. 
economy. Since 90% of the world 
currently uses the metric system, it has 
become increasingly obvious that we 
must be in a position to participate more 
effectively and competitively in this 
global movement of goods and services. 
That is why from the drawing boards of 
industry to the homemaker’s kitchen, 
metrics will be a vital ingredient in the 
American way of life from now on.

I then 
enlisted the help of a State Supreme 
Court justice in an effort to rescue the 
girl and deal with her father appropriate­ 
ly 
Incredible as it may seem, the girl’s 
mother refused to press charges against 
her husband, saying, “ If he’s put away, 
there goes the family's paycheck.” The 
daughter also refused to testify against 
her father, so we were stymied. 
Children who are sexually molested by 
an adult should call the Children’s 
Protective Service, if the community has 
one. Otherwise, tell a trusted adult 
friend, teacher, relative or neighbor. Or 
call the police. 


DEAR ABBY: In a recent column, you 
pointed out that honesty is the best 
policy. I agree, but in his “ Ethics from 
Sinai” Irving M Bunim reprimands us 
for equating honesty with a policy. He

Disposal system 
pros, cons aired 


Pros and cons on the proposal 
to provide the town of Santa 
Ynez with sonriTe type of 
sanitary disposal system are 
expected to be aired Wednesday 
at 8 p.m. when the Santa Ynez 
Community Services D istrict 
conducts a public hearing on.the 
proposed p r o je c t’s E n ­ 
vironmental Im pact Report. 
The hearing w ill be held in 
the board room of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
D istrict, 3622 Sagunto Street. 
The E IR was prepared by 
Bob Flowers, of U.S. Grant and 
Sons, engineers for the district, 
and approved by the board. 
During the hearing, major 
features of a pair of alter­ 
natives listed for the project, 
plus cost comparisons, and 
sources of funding available, 
w ill be described. 
The report lists a pair of two 
viable “ best project alter­ 
natives.” Common to both is 
the creation of a sewer collec­ 
tion system within the boun­ 
daries of the SYCSD. 
Under one alternative plan, 
an interceptor would be built 
to the ex istin g Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro vem ent 
D istrict treatm ent plant 
through a joint Santa Ynez 
River crossing facility. 


This alternative would neces­ 
sitate the arranging of a joint 
powers agreement between 
SM ID and the SYCSD, plus ad­ 
ditional state and federal grant 
fund eligibility considerations. 
The other alternative would 
involve building a 12-inch 
gravity interceptor along Zanja 
de Cota Creek through the 
Santa Ynez Indian Reservation. 
This interceptor would go to a 
treatment plant which would be 
owned and operated by the 
SYCSD at a site near the Santa 
Ynez River. 
The latter alternative would 
require approval of the Indian 
Tribal Council for that portion 
crossing land on the reserva­ 
tion. 


The report points out that 
either a ltern a tive would 
provide capacity to serve the 
Santa Ynez Valley Union High 
School. 


The high school in recent 
years has experienced a 
number of difficulties with its 
wastewater disposal. 


D istrict officials said copies 
of the E IR are available for 
study at the Solvang and Santa 
Ynez Branch Libraries and at 
the district office, 3622 Sagunto 
Street.

OMAHA, Neb 
(UPI) - The University of 
Arizona baseball team just got tired of playing se­ 
cond fiddle to Arizona State. 
So the second-ranked Wildcats eliminated the No. 
lyrated Sun Devils from the College World Series 
and went on to defeat third-seeded Eastern 
Michigan 7-1 Saturday night for the series cham­ 
pionship. 


It was the first collegiate crown in University of 
Arizona sports history. 


“They have overcome criticism and sometimes 
ridicule, and now they are national champions,” 
Wildcat Coach Jerry Kindall said. ‘‘I’m as proud as 
I can be. 
“It’s the nature of this team. The toughness and 
character. It’s the most deserving team of any 
team that I have been associated with.” 
Open champ Pate 
called his shot 


The Wildcats, runnersup to Arizona State in the 
Western Athletic Conference, lost to the Sun Devils 
74 in IO innings during first round series competi­ 
tion. They eliminated their intrastate rivals 5-1 Fri­ 
day night and became the sixth team in the 30-year 
series history to battle through the losers’ bracket 
to take the title.’ 
Arizona’s designated hitter Steve Powers, who 
took the win cm the mound against Arizona State 
Friday night, blasted a two-run, 375-foot home run 
across the right field wall during the fourth inning 
in the championship clash. Dave Stegman added a 
two-run double in the same inning to give his team 
all the cushion it needed. 
Powers was selected the series* most valuable 
player while Stegman, who also made the all-series 
team, tied the series record with four doubles with 
his fourth inning drive. 


Stegman followed later with a triple, which 
Arizona officials thought should have counted as a 
double to break the record. 


Wildcat Pete Van Home, also an all-series 
player, broke the record of most hits in one series 
with 13. The old mark of 12 was set in 1965 by 
Arizona State’s Sal Bando, now with the Oakland 
A’s. Van Home accomplished the feat in five 
games, while Bando’s record was set in six con­ 
tests. 


Arizona’s Bob Chaulk, who took an earlier 11-6 
win over the Hurons, gained the victory, yielding 
six hits, striking out five and walking three. 
”We were the underdogs after losing our first 
game,” said Chaulk, who went 3-0 in the series. 
“This team is just terrific. My fast ball, curve and 
change-up worked very well.” 


After the fourth inning, Chaulk said, “I felt we 
were in, and I knew I had my good stuff.” 
Eastern Michigan shortstop Glenn Gulliver 
ruined Chaulk’s shutout bid with a bases empty 
home run in the top of the ninth inning. 
“I’m disappointed in the fact we didn’t give them 
a hell of a go,” Huron Coach Ron Oestrike said. 
“I’m disappointed but also very proud of our kids.” 
Oestrike took starting hurler Bobby Welch off the 
mound in the fourth after Welch had yielded eight 
hits. After the first inning, Oestrike said, “We knew 
Bobby didn’t have his fastball, and he went to the sl­ 
ider and curve.” 
Oestrike praised Chaulk as “the type of pitcher 
that will give good hitting clubs trouble because he 
mixes his pitches real well.” 
Arizona finished the season at 56-17, while the 
Hurons closed at 46-16.

He kissed her. He also whispered 
something in her ear. 
“I told you I’d win, didn’t I?” 
Jerry Pate called the shot 
He did it two w eeks ago in 
Philadelphia where he wound up third In 
the Bicentennial Classic after going into 
the final round tied for the lead. 
Maybe he merely was trying to cushion 
his new wife’s disappointment or maybe 
he honestly felt he was going to be the 
first rookie to win the U.S. Open since 
Jack Nicklaus did bade in 1962, but blond. 
22-yea raid Jerry Pate came here with 
the idea that maybe he could beat 
everybody else if he played the way he 
knew he could. Besides, he had told his 
wife he would. 
“I didn’t know the first thing about golf 
until I met Jerry three years ago,” Soozi 
Pate said after her husband overtook 
John Mahaffey on the 17th hole in Sun­ 
day’s final round of the Open to score his 
first victory, worth $42,000, as a profes­ 
sional. “I’m not an expert on golf, but I 
know a lot more about it now than I did 
when I first met Jerry. After he didn’t 
win in Philadelphia, he said to me, ‘don’t 
worry about it, Booger, I’m gonna win 
the U S. Open ’” 
Soozi Pate and Jerry Pate both use the 
same pet names for each other. Most 
honeymoons last only a week or two but 
the rookie U.S. Open champ and his bride 
have been married since November and 
they are still on theirs. 
“Jerry is an unusual person,’’ his wife 
said, “ lf he says he’s going to do 
something, I know he’s going to do it. He 
does a lot of things. He can cook better 
than I can ... you should see him scram­ 
ble eggs ... and he’s terrific at fixing 
cars. He can get them started in 
seconds ” 
He can also play golf, as Tom 
Weiskopf, who finished two strokes back, 
tied for second place with Al Geiberger, 
made sure to point out to everybody. 
“This kid is consistent,” he said, 
referring to Pate, who was trying to 
listen to what Weiskopf was saying but 
was also busy answering newsmen's 
questions.

“When Tom Weiskopf did that, I said

here and beat me.”’ 
And Pate didn’t. 
He birdied the next hole, the 15th, to 
pass Weiskopf, saying later “that’s when 
I thought I had it won.”

Gold medal 
next goal 
for Glance 


EUGENE, Ore 
(UPI) - Harvey 
Glance’s boyhood dream is coming true, 
step by step as he imagined it four years 
ago as a ninth grader watching the 
Munich Olympic Games on television. 
Glance, now 19 and on the threshold of 
becoming the world’s best sprinter, 
hardly believes what is happening to 
him. He does know, though, that things 
are unfolding as he dreamed they would, 
and naturally, he is as excited as he 
could be. 
Watching the Olympic Games in 1972, 
Glance sang the words to the National 
Anthem every time an American step­ 
ped on the victory stand. He fantasized 
himself on that stand with the whole 
world watching, and the thrill of it all 
almost overwhelmed him. 
After winning the IOO meter dash at the 
U.S. Olympic Track and Field Trials 
Sunday, in the good time of 10.11, Glance 
passed the second level of his three-step 
goal and now needs to win the Gold 
Medal at Montreal next month to com­ 
plete his dream. 
“When I became the national cham­ 
pion (NCAA) in both sprints earlier this 
month,” said Glance, who is a freshman 
at Auburn, “ I began taking myself 
seriously. Until then I thought I was pret­ 
ty good but not that good. I beat a pretty 
good field in the Trials, which was my 
second goal, and now I’m looking 
forward to the Olympic Games. I think 
highly of Valeri Borzov (winner of the 
IOO and 200 in Munich), Don Quarrie and 
Silvio Leonard. They are really 
something and I’d like to run against 
them.” 
Borzov, the Russian, reportedly has a 
serious injury and his chances of com­ 
peting at Montreal are regarded as less 
than 50-60 by his coach. Quarrie is a well­ 
known Jamaican who went to the 
University of Southern California and has 
performed on the American scene for 
half a dozen years, while Leonard, a 
Cuban, is one of nine, including Glance 
and Quarrie, who share the world IOO 
meter record of 9.9 seconds. 
Steve Williams, the man who has done 
9.9 five times, won’t be going to the 
Olympics, at least not in the IOO, because 
of a hamstring muscle pull. He tries a 
comeback today in the 200, along with 
Glance, Florida high-schooler Houston 
McTear, who was second in the IOO, and 
Steve Riddle who was third in the cen­ 
tury. 
Glance, who lost to Williams in their 
only head-to-head meeting, said he was 
disappointed Steve won't be making the 
team, unless, of course, he stages a 
miraculous physical comeback starting 
today, 
“I wish he had a chance to make the 
team,” Glance said. “He”U be greatly 
missed in the relay and also the IOO. I’d 
like to make it in both sprints if at aU 
possible although the IOO is my 
favorite.” 
McTear, who shares the world record 
of nine seconds flat for IOO yards, ran a 
brilliant race for a youngster as he grab­ 
bed second in 10.16. However, after cros­ 
sing the finish line he grabbed his left 
hamstring and was helped off the field. 
The injury was not believed serious 
Riddick, who went to school at Norfolk 
State and now com petes for the 
Philadelphia Pioneers, was third in 
10.18 while Texas high-schooler Johnny 
Jones finished fourth at 10.23. Jones 
could be picked later as a relay man.

Finley huffs 
off to court 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A confi­ 
dent Charlie Finley has ordered his 
lawyers to file a multimillion dollar suit 
today or as soon as possible thereafter to 
seek an injunction blocking Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn’8 cancellation of 
Finley’s $3.5 million sale of Vida Blue, 
Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers. 
Finley’s chief attorney, Neil Papiano 
of Los Angeles, said the suit, charging 
restraint of trade, would be filed in San 
Francisco or Oakland. Estimates of the 
damages to be demanded by the stormy 
Oakland A’s owner ranged up to $10 
^million. 
“I gotta call the commissioner and eat 
his tail out,” Finley said cockily in his 
Chicago office. “I’m gonna tell him what 
I’m gonna do. I’m gonna be man enough 
to call him. But he won’t answer the 
phone. He won’t be there.” 
Finley, who likened Kuhn to the 
“village idiot” after the commissioner 
cancelled the sale of Rudi and Fingers to 
the Boston Red Sox and Blue to the New 
York Yankees, continued to refuse to 
play the three stars because it would in­ 
dicate his acceptance of Kuhn’s edict. 
Rudi told A’s Manager Chuck Tanner 
he had a telegram from the commis­ 
sioner that he could suit up. 
“He can’t be in the lineup,” Finley 
said. “Let these guys suit up, but don’t 
play them. Keep them in the dugout on 
ice.” 
Finley noted that if any of the players 
got injured with the A’s, and then the 
sales were allowed to go through, 
Oakland might be vulnerable to suits 
from the buying clubs. 
Meanwhile, the A’s, who have always 
thrived on adversity, took a pair of 
weekend wins to make it four victories 
out of six games without the three super­ 
stars.

swim threat 
LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) - “I’m 
more excited this tim e,” Shirley 
Babashoff beamed. “I was only 15 last 
time and I didn’t realize what a big deal 
it was.” 
With American records in four events, 
the attractive 19-year-old junior college 
student from Mission Viejo, Calif., is the 
star of the U.S. Olympic Swimming 
Trials. 
Brian Goodell and John Naber have 
registered world records but Babashoff

as the No. I threat to East Germany at 
the Montreal Olympics. 
She smashed her own American mark 
in the 100-meter freestyle Sunday night 
. in 56.96. 
“I’m not a bit tired,” she emphasized 
“This meet is only five days old. That’s a 
short week. Tonight I was trying to break 
57.00. and I did it. 
“Yeh, I’d like to go a lot faster at 
Montreal and I think I will.” 
In the first five days of the six-day 
competition at the Belmont Plaza Olym­ 
pic Pool, Babashoff has won the IOO, 200 
and 400-meter freestyle events plus the 
400 individual medley. She also has 
earned the right to anchor America’s 
sprint relay team that will compete in 
Canada 
She has qualified with an American 
record for tonight’s 800-meter freestyle 
finals. If she wins, she could be named to 
swim on the U.S. medley relay team. 
That means she could go in seven events 
at Montreal. 
A 5-10, 150-pounder who finished se­ 
cond in the IOO and 200 freestyle races at 
the Munich Olympics four years ago, she 
seemed happier for her 20-year-old 
brother, Jack, than herself. 
A student at University of Alabama, he 
finished third in the men’s 100-meter 
freestyle behind James Montgomery and 
Joe Bottom, and that earned him a spot 
on the U.S. Olympic team. 
“That’s really n ice,” Babashoff 
smiled. “Jack really wanted it in the 
worst way and the IOO was the only way 
he had to go.

Kuhn said the deal sending pitcher Vida Blue 
to the New York Yankees for $1.5 million and 
Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to the Boston Red 
Sox for a million apiece was not in “the best in­ 
terests of baseball.” 
Catfish Hunter, Yankee pitcher and 
millionaire, said Kuhn wasn't in “the best in­ 
terests of baseball.” 
For those who find solace behind barroom 
doors, it didn't matter. Faster than a speeding 


temporary restraining order, Finley and Kuhn 
made it safe to leave the house for a beer 
without running into some bozo who wants to 
argue about the Panama Canal or Jimmy 
Carter’s teeth.

Officials botch 
Olympic walk 


EUGENE. Ore. (UPI) - The 
20-kilometer walk in the U.S. 
Olympic Track and Field Trials 
ended in total confusion Satur­ 
day and after a long meeting on 
Sunday the Olympic Com­ 
mittee’s Jury of Appeal decided 
to let the result stand. 
Officials became mixed up as 
to the number of laps to be 
walked around a set of city 
blocks near Hayward Field and 
as a result the race ended about 
seven-eighths of a mile short of 
20 kilometers with Todd Scully 
of New Jersey the winner, Ron 
Laird of New York second and 
Larry Walker of Los Angeles 
third. 
But Larry Young, who was 
10th in the 20 kilometer and 
third in the 50 at the Munich 
Games four years ago, protest­ 
ed the race after finishing 
fourth. At first he was told he 
didn’t have a leg to stand on but 
la ter o ffic ia ls reversed 
themselves and said only the 
first two places would stand 
and there would be a walkoff on 
June 27 for the third and last 
Olympic spot.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature, beginning the final 
week before its five-week sum­ 
mer recess, concentrated today 
on putting the finishing touches 
on a compromise 1976-77 state 
budget.

Under the proposal, which 
requires voter approval, tax­ 
payers could earmark funds for 
public campaign financing by 
marking a $1 checkoff box on 
their state income tax form, 
similar to the current federal 
system. Candidates accepting 
public funds would be required 
to obey limits on campaign ex­ 
penditures.

The laws call for -"man­ 
datory” death penalties. They 
were passed after the Supreme 
Court’s 1972 decision striking 
down laws giving courts, juries 
and prosecutors wide discretion 
in determining who dies and 
who is sentenced to prison for 
the same kinds of crimes. 
Opponents of current laws 
say the discretion is only 
camouflaged under the new 
laws and the poor and 
minorities are still the main 
defendants sentenced to death 
while wealthier white defend­ 
ants get lesser penalties. 
According to a UPI survey of 
state prison officials, 587 
persons are now on death row 
awaiting the Supreme Court’s 
expected verdict. When the sur­ 
vey was last taken May 3, 544 
men and women were 
sentenced to death — an in­ 
crease of 43 in seven weeks. 
In the latest total, 299 in­ 
mates are black, nine are 
women and another 25 are In­ 
dian, Spanish-American or 
Puerto Rican. 
Mississippi and Louisiana 
have the highest ratio of blacks 
to whites sentenced to die. Of 19 
death row inmates in Mississip­ 
pi, 16 are black. Louisiana has 
six whites, 30 blacks and one 
white woman sentenced to die. 
Blacks outnumber whites 30 
to 16. including two women, in 
Ohio’s death row. 
North Carolina still has the 
most persons awaiting the gas 
chamber, with 111, up five from 
the May survey. Sixty-nine are 
black, five are Indians and four 
are women. 
Florida, with 73 death row in­ 
mates. has the second most, up 
five since last month Next in 
order are California (57), Ohio 
(46), Texas (40) and Louisiana 
(37). 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In a 
move to end the dispute over 
reviving the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board, Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. has appointed 
three new members, replaced 
the chairman and named a new 
general counsel. 
Initial reaction to the gover­ 
nor’s action Sunday indicated 
the agricultural industry was 
satisfied with the appoint­ 
ments, and the move would 
clear the way for the 
legislature to refinance the 
bankrupt agency. 
Rural legislators and growers 
have opposed the effort to 
budget funds for the five- 
member board, complaining 
the agency favored Cesar 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers 
union in administering the land- ‘ 
mark Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Act. The board stopped 
conducting farm union elec­ 
tions in February due to a shor­ 
tage of money. 
Brown, in a news release, an­ 
nounced that one of the three 
new board members, labor ar­ 
bitrator Gerald A. Brown of 
Austin, Tex., would immediate­ 
ly replace Bishop Roger Maho- 
ny as board chairman because 
Mahony plans to leave the 
agency near the end of this year 
to return to his Fresno diocese. 
The two other new members 
are Robert B. Hutchinson, 33, a 
San Mateo attorney who is vice 
president of the California Trial 
Lawyers Association, and Ro-

Named general counsel was 
Harry Delizzona, 39, a San Jose 
attorney.

Gerald Brown is a lawyer 
who worked for the National 
Labor Relations Board for 16 
years before serving as an 
NLRB member from 1961 to 
1971.

Herman Grabow, legislative 
representative of the California 
Grange, and J.J. Miller of the 
Agricultural Producers Labor 
Committee said the appoint­ 
ments would result in a more 
impartial board than the 
previous one.

"time will tell” how the new 
appointees perform, adding: 
"We’ll assess them on the basis 
of their performance.’’

The appointments were 
aimed at convincing the legisla­ 
ture to place board funds in the 
proposed 1976-’77 state budget, 
which takes effect July I. A 
conference committee, working 
on a final version of the budget, 
will make a decision on the 
funding this week. 
Several key legislators had 
said the committee would not 
budget money for the board un­ 
less the governor filled the 
three board vacancies with 
persons acceptable to farmers.

Angeles, LeRoy ( Hatfield of 
Sacramento and Joseph Grodin 
of Berkeley, all of whom 
resigned during the past 
several months from 942,500-a- 
year posts. 
The governor’s action leaves 
Mahony and Richard Johnsen 
Jr., former official of the 
Agricultural Council of Califor­ 
nia, as the only original 
members still on the board. 
In March, the governor an­ 
nounced he intended to appoint 
Santa Clara County Superior 
Court Judge John Racanelli to 
replace Ortega. But Brown 
Sunday said he and Racanelli 
agreed it would be not be "in 
the public interest” to make the 
appointment because of con­ 
stitutional questions about a 
judge’s accepting such a post.

No logical reason 


Last week, the County Board 
of Supervisors took, without 
notice, an irrational step and 
cut the membership of the 
County Planning Commission 
from nine members to five. 
We say irrational for there ap­ 
pears to be no logical reason 
for the move. 
As former commissioner 
Robert C. Lilley pointed out 
before the board last week, in 
all of the history of this county 
never has the planning com­ 
mission consisted of less than 
six members, even when the 
county contained less than half 


its present population. Santa 
Ynez Valley has always 
required a local represen­ 
t a t i v e , 
m o re 
so 
now, 
regardless of which district in 
which it was included. 


The four-person cut will only 
pile much more investigative 
work on the remaining five 
members, particularly the two 
from the north county area.

It is 
too much to expect of those 
who serve their county. 
Furthermore, northern county 


representatives have always 
been saddled with their field 
inspections due to the fact that 
there is only one staff 
representative assigned to the 
north county area. 
We believe the board of 
supervisors should take 
another look at their drastic 
move. We believe that the 
five-member board will result 
in ineffeciency, that areas will 
not be properly represented on 
such an important panel and 
that there is not sufficient 
logic to the change. It should 
remain as is.

Senate probe taking stock 


WASINGTON - A 57-story tower 
dominates the low-slung skyline of the 
Minneapolis-St. Paul twin cities. The im­ 
posing tower, together with the com­ 
plementing edifices at its base, is the 
home of Investors Diversified Services. 
This is a multi-billion-dollar financial 
complex, a government unto itself, 
whose corporate com­ 
mand is located far 
from the backrooms of 
Washington and the 
board rooms of Wall 
S t r e e t . 
But 
i ts 
economic power is felt 
in the loftiest offices, 
and its economic ten­ 
tacles reach into the 
lowliest pockets. 
Some of the biggest 
names in politics have 
wound up on the 
payroll of Investors 
Diversified, including Richard Nixon 
who served (Mi the boards of four of its af­ 
filiates between 1964 and 1968. For less- 
than-arduous duties, he collected over 
$44,000 in fees and $3,500 in expenses. 
Investigators have also been able to 
trace at least one additional $15,000 pay-

ment to his former New York City law 
firm. 
Nixon appointed Hamer H. Budge as 
chairman of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which is supposed to 
regulate Investors Diversified. After 
Budge departed Washington, he turned 
up quietly in Minnesota working for the 
financial combine he had been 
regulating. 
Nixon’s chief economic adviser, Paul 
W. McCracken, also found employment 
in the corporate set-up after leaving 
government. Many other government 
bigwigs signed on with Investors Diver­ 
sified, including ex-Defense Secretary 
Mel Laird, Gen. Mark Clark and ex- 
Representative John W. Brynes, former­ 
ly the top Republican on the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Despite its political proclivities and its 
tremendous economic clout, Investors 
Diversified has managed virtually to es­ 
cape government attention. But an ob­ 
scure Senate subcommittee has been 
conducting a quiet, meticulous study of 
Investors Diversified. 
As part of a routine investigation of 
government regulatory agencies, the 
Senate Subcommittee on Reports, Ac­ 
counting and Management has been digg­ 
ing into the operations of the financial 
consortium. The findings haven’t been 
released to the public, but we can reveal 
the highlights. 
The most disturbing discovery was 
that the federal watchdogs have been 
keeping only half an eye on Investors 
Diversified. The regulatory commis­ 
sions, for example, are supposed to 
scrutinize its stock transactions. Yet the 
Senate sleuths found that essential infor­ 
mation was missing from the ownership 
forms. 
Investors Diversified is a vast money­ 
making machine, which manages and in­ 
vests other people’s money. It has grown 
into the world’s largest mutual fund con­ 
glomerate. with assets of nearly $9 
billion scattered through a corporate 
maze. 
It controls nine affiliated mutual 
funds, a life insurance company and 
other subsidiaries. Together with its af­ 
filiates, it holds massive blocks of stock 
in the nation’s major industries. 
These include the automotive industry 
(Ford and General Motors), chemical 
corporations (Dow and DuPont), energy 
multinationals (Exxon, Gulf, Texaco and 
Atlantic 
Richfield), 
newspapers 
(Knight-Ridder), retail trade (J C. Pen­ 
ney, McDonalds, Sears Roebuck), 
utilities (Montana Power, Com­ 
monwealth Edison, AT&T), transporta­ 
tion (Trans Worla Airlines), mining 
Berry’s World 


(Kennecott Copper) and general 
business (American Express). 
The conglomerate’s hidden influence is 
illustrated by the Federal Power Com­ 
mission’s files on Montana Power. These 
identify the security holder with the 
“highest voting powers’’ in the Montana 
utility as Caruthers ti Clark of 
Wilmington, Del. It turns out that 
Carothers ti Clark is merely a paper en­ 
tity, that the real control is held by 
Investors Diversified. 
Two other mutual fund groups and an 
insurance company also hold a substan­ 
tial interest in Montana Power under 
other names. Yet these four principal 
voting interests, charges the study, “are 
not even mentioned in the report filed 
with the Federal Power Commission.” 
This report “meekly accepts without 
question and displays in its public files a 
meaningless jumble of nominee names,” 
adds the Senate study, “which are pur­ 
ported to be the major holders of voting 
stock.” 
Our own sources described mutual 
fund regulation as “too fractionalized, 
too generalized and too weak.” 
WASHINGTON WHIRL. Perhaps en­ 
couraged by the Elizabeth Ray revela­ 
tions, some prostitutes are beginning to 
stand up for their rights. Call girls who 
are being harassed by the Internal 
Revenue Service in New York City, for 
example, have protested to us. One 
objected bitterly to an increased assess­ 
ment. The money will be used, she wrote 
indignantly, to hire more vice cops to in­ 
terfere with her profession. Now some 
hookers have formed their own militant 
organization, which they call COYOTE. 
It has called a convention in Washington 
next week “ to address the issues of 
prostitution, rape, family violence and 
the economic exploitation of women.” 


— Eight years ago, Congress adopted a 
Code of Ethics for government service. 
“ Put loyalty to the highest moral prin­ 
ciples,” it began “ ...above loyalty to 
persons,, p a rty or g o v e rn m e n t 
department.” It also called upon govern­ 
ment officials to “give a full day’s labor 
for a full day’s pay, giving to the perfor­ 
mance of his duties his earnest effort and 
best thou^vt.” Unfortunately, Congress 
neglected to impose any penalties upon 
those who violate the code. 


— Despite the surface unity, there has 
been dissension among the members of 
the Democratic Platform Committee. 
Democratic National Chairman Robert 
Strauss had urged the committee to stay 
away from controversial issues. But 
some committee members want to take 
up such hot issues as abortion, 
marijuana reforms and gay rights. 
They’re threatening to bring these issues 
up on the convention floor if the commit­ 
tee ignores them. 


A rather puzzling pattern of election- 
year “upstaffing” in the California State 
Assembly's staff has been unveiled by 
Cal-Tax News, a publication of the 
California Taxpayers’ Association. 
The staff has grown by nine per cent 
since February, 1975, and this growth has 
persisted since the legislature became a 
full-time body in 1967. 
The growth in staff 
contrasts sharply with 
acapitol-staff cut of 1.5 
per cent announced by 
Assembly Speaker Leo 
McCarthy in April, 
1975. That reduction 
was to have saved us 
taxpayers a projected 
$872,891 during the 
1975-76 fiscal year. 
Any such savings will 
be apparently wiped 
out by a 17 per cent 
jump in the assembly’s capitol-staff 
monthly payroll. 
Monthly figures on file in the state con­ 
troller’s office show that capitol and dis­ 
trict office assembly staff grew from a 
combined total of 907 employes in 
February, 1975, to a new high of 987 
employes in April, 1976. While district of-

fice staff grew to 329 employes, for a 
growth rate of ll per cent, capitol staff 
swelled to 658, for an eight per cent 
growth rate. 
On the State Senate side, the staff 
grew by 2.5 per cent, for and April, 1976 
total of 566 employes. This increase 
comes on the heels of a seven per cent in­ 
crease last year. 
The Legislature now employes a total 
of 1,879 persons, up five per cent from 
last year. This figure includes not only 
all assembly and senate personnel, but 
all joint committee employes as well. 
Joint committee staff levels dropped by 
three per cent during the period. 
Since 1966, when California voters ap­ 
proved a constitutional amendment 
providing for a full-time legislature, 
staff has increased by 138 per cent, staff 
budgets have increased by 374 per cent 
and the average staff salary has in­ 
creased by 99 per cent. 
Cal-Tax has these conclusions : 
“While the development of a full-time 
professional staff is generally credited 
with making both the senate and the as­ 
sembly of today far more independent, 
accountable and technically proficient 
bodies than their predecessors of IO 
years past, the historical patter of staff 


growth in the assembly, where members 
must stand for re-election every two 
years, suggests that staff might also be 
credited with much of the partisan, 
political success of today’s legislators. 
“In each of the even-numbered years 
since 1968, assembly staff growth has 
taken place at two-and-three-times the 
rate of growth recorded in odd-numbered 
years. In the senate, where half the 
members stand for reelection in one 
even-numbered year and the other half 
the next even-numbered year, no similar 
pattern is evident.”

- (NEA) - “All 
people are descended from monkeys,” 
the comics say, “only some people show 
it mere.” 
And everyone laughs. Except in 
Dayton. “God created man in his own 
image,” is the way the story is told local­ 
ly, “but man created God in his.” 
It’s not that the 
citizens of Dayton are 
killjoys. It’s just that 
for a half century the 
jokes about creation 
have been on them. 
Now they may be hav­ 
ing the last laugh, or 
at least last smile. 


This is the town 
w h er e , 
in 
1925, 
Clarence Darrow 
debated William Jenn­ 
ings Bryan at the 
leg e n d a ry 
tria l 
regarding the question of human origin. 
The subject was John T. Scopes, a high 
school biology teacher who purposely 
broke a Tennessee law forbidding the 
teaching of evolution. His guilt was 
never in question The good purpose of 
the law was. In some eyes Darrow 
humiliated the idea of Godly creation, 
and destroyed the supernatural 
hypothesis forever. 


It turns out, however, that the faithful 
have never been swayed. And the 
resurgence at American religious in­ 
terest has once again opened the discus­ 
sion as to whether man is a fortunate 
mutation of accident or a special and 
immutable blessing. Arguing articles 


are appearing in scholarly journals. Fun­ 
damentalist groups are dispatching 
believers to debate the masses in the un­ 
iversities. And, apparently, millions of 
people who are thinking anew about 
evolution vs. creativity agree with 
Bryan: “The choice is between God and 
Baal.” 
Thus far the revolution has not come 
full circle. The nation that for so long 
believed the biblical version of creation 
is not yet ready to abandon the more 
recently acquired scientific explanation. 
Perhaps because too many people have 
been to the Grand Canyon. Fundamen­ 
talists believe the mile deep ditch was 
formed in about 14 months, during the 
flood of Noah. However, logic, as we 
know logic, insists it took billions of 
years for nature to form the cut. 
Nonetheless, the creationists see the 
tide of theological confidence returning. 
“You can’t change a maple into an oak," 
Bryan preached. Science has broken the 
genetic code but the cell still has a fixity 
that man cannot alter, at least not suf­ 
ficiently to turn one kind of life — much 
less species — into another. Hence, and 
despite generations of contrary 
laboratory work, the faithful say the 
theory of divine engineering remains as 
plausible as that of natural selection — 
and more and more people are adding it 
up. 
According to some creationists, the 
mathematics may be coming just in 
time. They equate the decline of 
A m erican m o ra ls with the in ­ 
stitutionalization of Darwinism. If a na­ 
tion does not believe the Bible on this 
point, it must wonder if there are other 


misrepresentations in the written word 
of God. Did the author of Genesis lie? 
Then how about Matthew, Marti, Luke 
and John? Creationists say people who 
seek earthly evidence against heavenly 
gospel have no good future. 
In Dayton such belief is pervasive. 
Even in an age when the gals undress on 
the local movie screens, the majority of 
residents believe in the Garden of Eden. 
Dr. Williard Henning, for one. He is a 
biology professor at the school named in 
honor of 1925, Bryan College. As a scien­ 
tist Henning is surrounded by a private 
museum of preserved animal and human 
specimens; as a Christian he believes 
each of them was created by the process 
of God willing them into being. 


It is, says Henning, quite possible for 
one species to mutate into something 
else. But the evidence is clear that such 
m u t a t i o n s a r e a lm o s t a lw a y s 
degenerative, that is a regression to a 
lower state. And evolution is rooted in 
the thought that uncountable zillions of 
progressive mutations created all life 
from a single and unknown inception. 
Henning says this is nonsense, which is 
his harshest word; yet most schools in 
the nation are teaching it as un­ 
contestable fact. 


Here then is what the creationists are 
seeking: equal time. The idea of divine 
design may be absurd to some, knit so to 
others is the concept of accidental muta­ 
tion. The fact is nobody knows, and the 
only irrefutable opinion on the matter to­ 
day is still that of Oscar Wilde: “I can 
believe anything,” he said, “provided 
it’s incredible.” 
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"Actually, my reading and writing lan't too hot 
Do you have anything that entails watching 
Tv?" 


Ray Cromley 
Striking a nuclear power balance 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Now that 
Californians have voted against hog­ 
tying nuclear power — and with that is­ 
sue coming up in a number of other 
states — it is a good time to review 
where we stand in this controversial 
field 
First, nuclear power plants are neither 
so safe as government 
mathematicians 
p r o m i s e , nor so 
dangerous as Ralph 
Nader’s men claim. 
Nuclear power may, 
in the end, turn out to 
be 
ro u g h ly 
as 
dangerous as the 
automobile — and that 
is dangerous enough, 
as we all know. But 
not sufficiently fear­ 
some to stop us from 
driving, or even to 
pass or to enforce laws taking dangerous 
drivers off the streets permanently. 
The danger, of course, must be 
balanced against the need And the con­ 
clusion reached at scores of conferences 
I’ve attended on energy requirements is 


that possible new or expanded energy 
sources — solar, coal, hydrogen, wind, 
offshore oil, geothermal and the like — 
are either so far down the line or so 
limited in potential for the next 30 years 
or so because of a lack of scientific or 
engineering know-how or because of 
current cost, we must either throw 
ourselves on the mercy of the world’s oil 
cartel countries or buckle down to 
developing and producing nuclear power 
as safely and quickly as possible. 
The problems of nuclear power are 
threefold — dangers within the power 
plant, dangers connected with disposal of 
waste material and dangers concerned 
with the worldwide accumulation of 
plutonium. 
First. Reasonable regulations can be 
formulated for the location, internal con­ 
struction and other safeguards neces­ 
sary to prevent a catastrophe under all 
reasonable and most unreasonable cir­ 
cumstances. Regulations have been 
developed - but leave loopholes a mile 
wide, in fire safety for one. The safety 
rules must deal thoroughly with more 
than the reactor itself They must in 


more detail deal with the plant in which 
the reactor is located and the environ­ 
ment — whether or not an earthquake 
fault line lies in the immediate area, for 
example. Prevailing winds and the loca­ 
tion of heavy population belts, must be 
considered, and what a minor fire might 
do to electrical controls throughout the 
buildings involved. 
These Improved safety regulations must 
be clear. They must be general enough to 
apply to all nuclear power plants. They 
must be debated and bugs ironed out in 
advance of enforcement. Once enacted, 
nuclear plants should be allowed with lit­ 
tle formality so long as regulations were 
followed to the letter. 
Second: Today and in the immediate 
future the disposal of waste material 
would pose no serious problem if nuclear 
scientists would put their talents to 
developing an economical method for 
separating 
dangerously 
radioactive 
material from the rest of the guck. This 
would leave a bulk of problem material 
so small as to be negligible. 
Other solutions must be found for the 
long run It is as certain, the history of

research, uses can be found for the bulk 
of radioactive materials now discarded 
Once uses are found, the disposal 
problem disappears. 
Third: Plutonium — there • r eaj 
danger here. Once plutonium is produce!

many lands, the danger of nuclear war 
increases — along with the danger of 
theft by extremists. 
It is possible to devise safeguards 
adequate on paper. But human beings be­ 
ing what they are, men will grow 
careless. My inclination therefore, is to 
go slow with the breeder reactor, which 
produces plutonium in quantity, and de­ 
pend on today’s nuclear power systems 
— with improvements — while at­ 
tempting to leapfrog to fusion power. 
The more immediate danger is s 
G erm an -F ren ch offer to export 
reprocessing plants for extract!^ 
weapons-grade plutonium from used 
reactor fuel. Deals with Pakistan, Brazil 
and possibly Iran are already in the 
works. There seems no recourse except 
for the U S. and Russia to bar sales ol 
enriched uranium to those who play this 
deadly game.
